Premier King announced 
that elections would be heltk On 
July 28 the Conservatives under It. 
B. ^Bennett won ,a decisive victory and 
on August 7, ten days after election, 
Mr. King resigned, Mr. Bennett took 
office and announced his Cabinet. On 
Sept. 8 a special session was called, 
resulting in very drastic tariff chang¬ 
es, and on Sept. 22 Premier Bennett 
was on his way to the Imperial Con¬ 
ference in London. There has prob¬ 
ably never in Parliamentary history, 
been more action in less time. 

At the first 1930 Parliamentary ses 
sion commencing on Feb. 20, there 
was much legislation under the Lib¬ 
eral regime. 

A bill was passed on March 25 pro¬ 
hibiting the export of liquor to U.S. 
The vote was 173—11. 

There was passed also an amended 
pensions act; the establishment of an 
eight-hour-day on federal works; 
ratification of naval and halibut trea¬ 
ties; bills transferring natural re¬ 
sources to three central provinces; a 
bill creating Ontario ■ divorce court.- 
The Dunning tariff was however, the 
big event. It gave increased prefer¬ 
ence to a large list of British goods, 
placed tea on the free list; imposed 
duties on U.S. fruit and vegetables, 
as well as countervailing duties on a 
list of articles hit by U.S. tariff; an¬ 
nounced intended cancellation of the 
New Zealand treaty; cut sales tax in 
two and extended income tax exemp¬ 
tions. 

The Conservative special session 
met on Sept. 8th, mainly for unem-

passed flavor. Why should we not 
endeavor to cash in on these? 

Wheat, we may take it, is not go¬ 
ing to be a high price within the next 
year or two. That being the case, 
40 acres more or less on the larger 
farms will not cut much ice. Why 
not set apart 40 acres or so to grow 
some of those crops which have been 
advocated for the dry land farms— 
alfalfa, sweet clover, corn, coarse 
grains. With that as a start, some¬ 
thing more can be done in livestock 
than we have been doing. The ex¬ 
periment with 40 acres on the wheat 
farm may pave the way to a new 
farm program which will fit better 
into the economic conditions we are 
facing today. 

On irrigated farms much more can 
be done in dairying and hog raising 
than we have been doing. 

In the foothills a better type of 
animals and more mixed fanning of¬ 
fers a chance. 

- On every farm the cow, the hog, 
the hen and the garden give promise 
of cutting down store bills, so that 
the farm income may be conserved. 

There’s an opportunity - on every 
farm to try out something better 
than we have been doing in the past. 
It may not bring in so much money 
as wheat at $1.60 a bushel, but it’s 
worth while working for.—Leth¬ 
bridge Herald.

The League of Nations in which 
only a casual interest is taken by the 
average individuals i s iwnendcu: for 
its effective functioning oi. pul lie 
opinion is alert and interested, the 
League advance*. When public opin¬ 
ion grows Indifferent or turns selfish¬ 
ly nationalist, it makes little head¬ 
way. One writer says “In most parts 
it is a struggle between the support¬ 
ers of the League organized in each 
separate country nnd the dead weight 
of ignorance and old habit and vested 
interests. 

It has done admirable work in 
many departments, matters of health 
and so on are all advancing on world 
wide basis. 

But in the great questions in which 
personal interest, national privilege 
and prestige are concerned the pro¬ 
gress has been very slow. 

To quote one write: “It is stick¬ 
ing now in a matter which intimately 
affects the happiness of millions 
through the world. There is more 
wealth than ever; there is a larger 
population than before the war; 
there is greater demand but the de¬ 
mand cannot meet the Supply. Chin¬ 
ese die of famine while Canadians 
bum their .grain because they cannot 
sell it; and Manchester looms are 
idle because dead Chinese do not 
wear clothes. This is an internation¬ 
al evil only to be remedied interna¬ 
tionally. 

The one thing needed i3 that na¬ 
tions co-operate to deal with their 
common miseries in the ways eco¬ 
nomists of the world have shown. 

It is the same old lesson which the 
nations of Europe learned at the end 
of the war. We can destroy our 
neighbors if we like, but we shall 
destroy ourselves in the process. Or 
we can co-operate and help each oth¬ 
er. 

And that' is what the League is for 
—if the nations would only use it.

The Brantford Expositor observes 
that it will not make pleasant read¬ 
ing for Canadians, to be told that 
Canada ranks second in the records 
of fatal accidents. The United 
States leads the list of all countries 
in the world for its death rate in ac¬ 
cidents, which is 79.2 per 100,000. 
Canada comes second with 62.5 
deaths per 100,000 of the population, 
while England and Wales have only 
41. These are the figures just pub¬ 
lished by Dr. Louis I. Hublin of the 
Metropolitan Life. In the course of 
a recent address he pointed out that 
motor vehicles were responsible for 
31,000 of the 97,000 persons accident¬ 
ally killed in the United States last 
year. In addition to these deaths 
there were 1,000,000 with injuries. 
These figures are gruesome remind¬ 
ers that every precaution is neces¬ 
sary while drivqjg a motor car.

Hon. Arthur Meighen in speaking 
at Washington recently, spoke in un¬ 
equivocal terms of his conception of 
a world imperilled by fear. 

“Civilization," he said, “must end 
war or war will end civilization. War 
has lost its efficiency; it can only 
bring defeat and despair for both 
conquered and conquerers. The poli¬ 
cy of the governments .is dominated 
by fear. There has to be found a 
substitute for armaments, something 
slse that will bring security not only 
to one but to all. 

“The one supremely important task 
before our world today is to bring 
about an organization against war. 
And such an organization cannot be 
brought about without the United 
States. I despair of finding a substi¬ 
tute for armaments except in a uni¬ 
versal association of nations. 

In an age of organizations, Mr. 
Meighen began, the world was not 
well organized for distribution among 
its population the fruits of their toil 
ill accordance with the contribution 
of each. It was certainly not well or¬ 
ganized for permanent peace. 

It was infinitely important, he 
said, to understand that war must be 
ended, for “science has given us so 
great a command over the elements 
of nature that millions can be snuff¬ 
ed out in a mere matter of moments’’

At the beginning of 1930 there 
were 1,907,772 Boy Scouts and Scout 
leaders in forty-three different coun¬ 
tries, ranging from the United 
States with 842,548 down to Albania 
with 388. 

The Scout age is usually from 
twelve to seventeen. Many parents 
whose older boys have benefitted 
from Scout training want to see it ex 
tended so that their younger boys 
can also have its advantages. 

Scouting as it is known today was 
first developed for grown men. An 
Englishman, Sir Robert Baden-Pow- 
ell, saw in it a way to train and de¬ 
velop troops by utilizing one of the 
greatest forces in human life—the 
power of a group to influence an in¬ 
dividual. 

Our whole inheritance has been in¬ 
fluenced by this. For we are peculiar¬ 
ly susceptible to the ideas and atti¬ 
tudes of those about us, particularly 
in childhood. The power of the group 
is tremendous; it can develop hones¬ 
ty, bravery or cowardice. 

More than thirty years ago Sir Rob 
ert combined this power with the 
love of primitive man for life-out-of 
doors. He began getting his troop-' 
ers to learn fire building, and all 
manner of woodcraft, in groups. A 
dozen years later, in 1907, the idea 
was extended to boys. Each troop 
or patrol of Boy Scouts had an older 
boy or man to lead and influence it 
in ways that would develop character 

The idea spread to girls. Girl 
Guides, Girl Scouts, Camp Fire Girls 
joined the procession and secured its
